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Allowable Subject Matter 

Based on an indication of allowable subject matter in original claim 3, Applicant 
has amended claim 1 to include these limitations and cancelled claim 3. Claim 12 has 
also been amended to recite additional embodiments of the polymer substrate to which 
the primer composition is applied. 

The Examiner had previously cited the teachings of Noda et al. as being 
particularly germane to the instant invention but acknowledged that claim 3 contained 
allowable subject matter insofar as there appeared to be no particular motivation for 
replacing the dehydrating agents taught therein with an amino-functional silane. 
Further, amino-functional silanes are not considered to be equivalents of these 
compounds as they exhibit different reaction properties than do the organosilicon 
compounds outlined at column 15, lines 6-10. Therefore, Noda et al. no longer renders 
the claims unpatentable. 

In an updated/modified survey of the prior art, the Examiner encountered 
Kanamori et al., U.S. patent Application Publication No. 2002/0051889 and Mori et al., 
JP 2001-234072. The former discloses a copolymer equivalent to component (A) and 
amino-functional silanes are contemplated among a laundry list of organo-functional 
silanes that represent a second aspect of the composition set forth therein. However, 
there is no mention of a vinyl polymer adhering to the limitations of component (C) nor is 
it clear why one of ordinary skill would have been motivated to add this material. Mori 
describes a composition containing a copolymer equivalent to component of the instant 
invention and expressly discloses an amino group-functionalized silane as a second 
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essential ingredient. However, as in Kanamori, there is no disclosure of a vinyl resin 
having a glass transition temperature above 80° C. Rather, they teach the further 
incorporation of a silane-functionalized polyether as a third component. 

The references cited during this prosecution represent the most germane known. 
Insofar as the fail to even render obvious the instant invention, claims 1-2 and 4-17 are 
allowable.
